CHARLOTTE  HELEN  SAINTON-DOLBY 

AS  born  in  London,  May  17,  1821  ;  she  entered  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music, 
January,  1834;  she  was  elected  King’s  Scholar,  December,  1837  ;  she  was 
created  a  Member  of  that  Royal  and  National  Institution  at  the  close  of  her 
studentship,  December,  1839  i  she  married  Prosper  Sainton,  February  4,  i860  ; 
she  retired  from  public  performance  in  1870  ;  and  she  died,  February  18,  1885. 


A  meeting  of  the  fellow-students,  fellow-artists,  private  friends,  and  public  admirers  of  this 
eminent  vocalist  and  esteemed  lady,  was  held  in  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  on  Saturday, 
February  28,  1885,  at  which  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  carried  :  — 

I.  — Proposed  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Low  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Walter  Macfarren — That  this 

Meeting  offers  to  the  Widower  and  Son  of  Madame  Sainton-Dolby  an  expression 
of  warmest  sympathy  in  their  bereavement ;  and  that,  in  order  to  commemorate  the 
artistic  merits  and  personal  worth  of  that  distinguished  lady,  all  here  present 

desire  to  endow  a  Scholarship  in  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  to  be  called  the 

Sainton-Dolby  Scholarship. 

II. — Proposed  by  Sir  Julius  Benedict  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Brinley  Richards — That  all 

here  present,  together  with  those  who,  unable  to  attend,  have  expressed  in  writing 
their  desire  to  participate  in  the  measure,  are  hereby  constituted  a  Committee,  with 
power  to  add  to  their  number,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  first 
resolution  ;  and  that  the  following  gentlemen,  having  signified  their  willingness  to 
serve,  are  hereby  appointed  an  Acting  Sub-Committee,  namely:  Sir  Julius  Benedict, 
Mr.  H.  R.  Eyers,  Mr.  Edward  Lloyd,  Sir  G.  A  Macfarren,  Mr.  Walter  Macfarren, 
Mr.  J.  G.  Patey,  Mr.  Alberto  Randegger,  Mr.  Santley,  and  Mr.  N.  Vert. 

II. — Proposed  by  Mr.  F.  R.  Cox  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Alfred  Gilbert,  at  the 

suggestion  of  Mr.  J.  F.  H.  Read — That  accounts  be  opened  at  the  Bank  of 

Messrs.  Coutts  &  Co.,  Strand,  and  at  the  London  and  County  Bank,  Hanover 
Square,  into  which  donations  may  be  paid  for  the  Sainton-Dolb)  Scholarship  Fund, 


IV. — Proposed  by  Sir  G.  A.  Macfarren  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Randegger — That 
Mr.  II.  R.  Eyers,  having  signified  his  willingness  to  serve,  is  hereby  appointed 
Honorary  Secretary  ;  and  that  he,  as  well  as  the  two  Banks  named  in  the  third 
resolution,  is  authorised  to  receive  and  acknowledge  any  contributions  to  the 
Sainton-Dolby  Scholarship  Fund. 

***  The  Subscription  will  be  closed  at  an  early  date,  at  which  a  meeting  of  all  the 
Contributors  will  be  summoned,  when  the  conditions  of  the  Sainton-Dolby  Scholarship 
will  be  submitted  for  their  approval.
